According 
to the Hong-Kong Daily Press, Li-Hung-Chang 
stated on June 21 that he had been ordered to 
proceed to Peking by the Empress, with a view 
to suppressing the Boxers and making peace with 
the Powers.

A Chinese Regiment Loyal to the 
British: An Incident at Wei-hai-Wei. 


Full accounts have been received by the 
Shanghai Daily Press of the attack made by the 
Chinese mob on the British officers at Wei-hai- 
Wei. The delimitation of the British boundary 

| commenced about the beginning of May, and it 
appeared to be the especial object of the Chinese 
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commissioners not to hurry the work in any 
way, and certainly not to keep pace with the 
energetic progress of Major Perê, of the 
Royal Engineers, and Colonel Bower, who 
acted as British commissioners, On May 5, 
Major Penrose, R.E., was out taking angles 
with the theodolite, A crowd of men and boys 
gradually collected, and by degrees it dawned 
upon the officer that their demeanour was the 
reverse of friendly, and, worse still, that they 
were closing in upon them. He had been so taken 
up with his work that he had not noticed their 
bearing in time to avoid a scrimmage, or, if he did 
for a moment take heed of the manner in which 
they were pressing around him, he only set their 
attitude down to the usual inconsiderate 
curiosity of the Chinese peasant, and went on 
quietly with his work. The whizz of a lump of 
clay, however, which struck the Major’s helmet, 
suddenly aroused him to a full sense of his 
situation. 

He waved his hand in warning, and endeavoured 
to remonstrate with those who were evidently 
about to become his assailants, but no heed was 
paid to him, and without further hesitation a 
rush was made at him. So sudden was 
the onslaught that Major Penrose scarcely 
had time to draw his revolver, but when 
he did get the weapon fairly in his hand 
he made some astonishingly fine practice 
with it. He fired every cartridge in a minute or 
two, killing three of his assailants and wounding 
four of the others, and when the chambers were 
all empty he continued to fight with the handle, 
with which he smashed in the faces. of all he 
could reach, until at last he was overpowered by 
numbers and borne to the ground. 

Captain Pereira, unarmed, proceeded to the 
rescue of his friend, but was also knocked over. 
Help, however, was at hand. One of the 
Captain’s men had followed his officer to the 
fray, and arriving just as the officer was knocked 


over, the soldier — a brave private of the 
Ist Chinese Regiment — cleared the crowd 


from around the Captain with his bayonet, 
stood astride the fallen man, and, without pause 
or hesitation, emptied the contents of his 
magazine into the rabble, and toppled five or six 
of them over. The other members of the escort 
then appeared upon the scene ; the officers, both 
of whom were bleeding from numerous wounds, 
were extricated from their perilous predicament, 
and the escort was drawn up in fighting 
order. The word was given to fire a volley over 
the heads of the mob, who, far from showing 
signs. of fear or dispersal, were every moment 
receiving reinforcements,* and becoming more 
dangerous-looking. ~The order was promptly 
obeyed, but the rustics only jeered and laughed 
as the bullets whistled harmlessly over their 
heads, and then the word was given to let them 


have it in earnest. One point-blank volley, 
straight into the stomachs of. the howling 


natives, did the business. The stricken rolled 
upon the ground in helpless agony. or lay still, 
and the unscathed made all possible speed to 
place a safe distance between themselves and 
the terrible rifles. It was not known exactly 
how many were hit, but it was somewhere 
between twenty and thirty, of whom a large 
proportion were killed outright. 

The conduct of the soldiers of the Ist Chinese 
Regiment on this trying occasion was beyond all 
praise. They have since arrived at Taku.

After a heavy 
shell-fire, lasting several hours, the enemy again 
imvited Colonel Bullock to surrender, but he 
indignantly refused, and continued an unflinch- 
ing resistance until reinforcements, consisting of 
the 17th Battery R.A. and 300 Yeomanry, under 
Colonel Brookfield, from Kroonstad, arrived. 
The Boers fled immediately. 

Major Hobbs, of the West Yorks, who had

Lieutenant Smith Glover was wounded, and 
three men were killed and sixteen wounded. 
Among the reinforcements from Kroonstad were 
also the 4th ArgyHs and the 17th Lancers. All 
took part in the relief of the attacked force.

Our War in West Africa.—Colonel John Alexander 
Man Stuart, C.M.G., who has been appointed the com- 
mandant of the bus? oper- ' 
ations in connection with 

| the campaign to relieve 
| Kumasi, is in his fifty- 
| ninth year. The son of 
the late Mr. William Man, 
ı of The Priory, Bromley St. 
Leonards, and of Dessford, 
Ceylon, he was educated 
privately and on the Con- 
tinent. He served in various 
civil and military capaci- 
ties in China, Formosa, 
Manchuria, and other re- 
mote foreign parts; in 
China, in 1862-64, and with 
the Nile Expedition in 
1884-85. From 1886 till 
1888 he acted as Deputy- 
Inspector-General of Gen- 
darmerie in Egypt, with 
the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel. In 1898 Colonel 
Stuart resumed, by Royal 
license, the ancient family 
surname of Stuart, in- lieu 
of his then surname, Man. 
He is øne of the Royal 
Company of Archers, Her 
Majesty's Bodyguard for 
Scotland. Altogether, 
Colonel Stuart may be 
regarded as a reliable 
and all-round fighting- 
man, capable of bringing to 
a successful issue any duty he may be called upon to 
perform. 


The Late Lord Loch the well-known Colonial 
Governor, who died on June 20 at 23, Lowndes Square, was 
born on May 23, 1827, and 
had a most varied experi- 
ence in the public service. 
First he was a midshipman 
in the Navy, then he served 
with distinction in the 
Army, and later entered 
the Diplomatic Service. He 
accompanied the Earl of 
Elgin’s special embassies to 
China in 1857-60, and was 
made a prisoner when 
engaged in negotiation 
under a flag of truce in the 
latter year. For nearly 
twenty years afterwards he 
was Lieutenant - Governor 
of the Isle of Man, Then 
he went out to Victoria for 
five years as Governor of 
that colony, and from 1889 
until his retirement in 
1895 he was Governor of the 
Cape of Good Hope and 
High Commissioner of South 

* Africa. The remains of 
| Lord Loch were interred on Monday afternoon at Stoke-

A Handy. Garden-Roller. 


A correspondent, having apparently seen such a con- 
trivance as the one illustrated, writes asking for particulars 
as to construction. That the combination of a wheel- 
barrow and roller is useful without saying, and, 
although I have never tried construction, jt was explained 
to me some years ago by a handy gardener, and I now give 
my correspondent the benefit of the information thus 
gleaned. A section is sawn from a round log, and 
the surface smoothed down; unless this is done, perfect 
working is impossible. Two pieces of iron rod are 
then driven into the centre of each end, and the roller 
can then be fixed to take the place of the unshipped wheel. 
By this arrangement neither new frame nor handles are 
needed for the roller, and the barrow can be weighted to

give whatever pressure is desired.. As a rule, both stone 
and iron roHers are rather expensive. and a handy man can 
make the improvised combination illustrated into quite as 
useful a gardening adjunct as the most expensive roller. 


On Fancy Rabbits. 

Of all the various kinds of fancy rabbits, I think the 
lop-eared ones are those most favoured by young fanciers. 
The ears, instead of rising from the head with a tendency 
to inclination backwards, fall more or less to the side, as if 
they had been folded and pressed down artificially. The 
first inclination to this peculiarity is shown by the 
half-lop, when one ear falls downward or frontwise, 
the other remaining in its natural position. This differ- 
ence is very unsightly, and is a great blemish in

a fancier's eye, because the ears of all fancy rabbits 
ouzhi to be exactly alike, both in their shape and in the 
way they point or fall. Otherwise, as is very aptly said in Mr. 
E. 5. Delamer's excellent handbook, it is as if a man had 
one short arm and one long one, or one half of his face 
with a different sort of countenance from the other half; 
and yet a half-lop doe, if her other qualities' are good, is 
not to be hastily dišcarded, because she may, if judiciously 
mated, produce a few approved specimens in almost every 
litter. 
Cooling Herb for Fowls. 


The common stinging-nettle is one of the most cooling 
herbs for the blood that can be found. At the same time, 
fowls do not catch cold after partaking of the decoction 
or tea. as they are liable to do with sulphur. The nettles 
should be gathered when young; they should be cut short 
and boiled, and then mixed with the soft food, and the 
water they are boiled in will also do to mix the food with. 
Tî there is not time to boil them, boiling water should be 
poured over them; then cover them, to keep the steam in. 
A little salt should be added. The nettles should not be 
given when they have not been boiled, as they are not tender 
enough when raw for fowls. Given as we have stated, they 
are both food and medicine.

The Sex of Eggs.

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Profitable Farm and Garden, I am thoroughty convinced 
that there is no reliable method yet discovered to ascertain 
the sex an egg is likely to bring forth. Some say the method 
to follow is to select a round egg to breed pullets anda 
pointed to breed cocks, It is a well-known fact that 
all Mediterranean fowls lay a pointed egg, therefore 
these must all be cocks, as there are very few of 
these fowls lay round eggs. Again, if round eggs were 
continually selected, a strain of round egg-laying fowls 
would be established. One does not require much streteh 
of thei ination to see how utterly absurd the idea is, as 
there wo ja not be any pointed eggs laid to hatch cocks 
from—which is quite contrary to the laws of nature—to 
perpetuate its own species.. Some, again, base their power 
of distinguishing the sex of eggs upon the position of the 
air-chamber, but it is about as reliable as the other. No 
doubt the air-chamber is situated in slightly altered 
positions in some eggs to others, but there have been no 
proofs forthcoming that this fact, has any influence on the 
development of the germ as to which sex 11 will be. 


Fattening Ducks. 

A correspondent from. Mona’s Isle, a place in which the 
poultry industry is very much neglected, although the shows 
held at Ramsey and Douglas during the last few seasons 
have done much to arouse interest in “fancy” matters, 
writes for a few hints on fattening ducks for the market. 
The fattening process should not occupy more than two or 
three weeks, and the young birds intended to be “' forced ” 
should, of course, be penned, but not before they are seven 
or eight-weeks old. Nearly any kind of meal is suitable for 
fattening; but it should be scalded with liquor in 
which some animal matter has been cooked, and probably 
the very best mixture that can be found for the purpose 
is potatoes and skimmed milk boiled and mixed with 
fine middlings, although barley or maize meal alsa makes 
capital fattening food. I have always found it advisable 
to make the food very stiff, and if a little animal matter is 
also mixed with it the ducklings thrive-immensely on the 
mixture. During fattening they should be kept in a rather 
dark and warm «Beng on a bed of stable litter, peat moss, 
or straw, and once a day, preferably about noon, should be 
allowed access to water for, say, an hour, in order that they 
may clean themselves. An item not to be lost sight of in 
the fattening process is that a grit-vessel be kept in the 
edrner of the pen; whilst, again, the breeder should not, 
in the case of old birds placed in the fattening-pen, allow 
ducks and drakes to be kept in the same pen. 


Yorkshire Pigs. 

The correspondent who writes asking for particulars 
of the Yorkshire pig and:.alı ee ፡- good 
specimens should visit one or ; cipal shows. 
although at many, including the Royal at York last 
week, pigs were, and willbe, absent on account of 
disease. Rochdale, from which Lancashire town my 
correspondent writes, is not so far from Warrington, 
where, at Higher Walton, Sir Gilbert Greenall's famous 
farm is situated. Here one of the best herds of pedigrec 
Yorkshires in the country can be seen, the manager, 
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Mr. J. Hallas, being pleased to show any inguirer tli 
sights of the place. The old breed was very different fro.a 
the present-day strains, being one of the most unprofitable 
for a farmer to keep. They were known as greedy feeders, 
difficult to fatten, and were unsound in constitution. In 
colour they were dirty white or yellow, spotted with black, 
and they had long legs, flat sides, narrow backs, weak 
loins, and large bones. What improvement has been mace 
by judicious crossing with the Leicester, Berkshire, and the 
old Essex strains is seen in the really fine animal of which 
our Illustration is given. 7 


How to Measure a Haystack. 


Like everything else, the process of measuring a haystack 
so as to arrive at its cubic contents is simple enough when 
you know how to do it. Hay-merchantsand many farmers 
have a rough and ready way of their own; whilst those 
who have studied mensuration have also no diffieulty in 
arriving at the measurements of a stack, although their 
methods are rather too complicated for the general body 
of agriculturists. With a little practice, however, any 
shaped stack can readily be measured by following the 
instructions I append : For circular stacks square the aver- 
age girth, multiply by “07958, and then multiply the product 
by the perpendicular height—all in feet—and the result 
will be the contents of the stack in cubic feet. In the case 
of a stack having a conical top, take the area of the eaves, 
and multiply by one-third the perpendicular height ; whilst 
the cubic contents of oblong stacks with perpendicular ends 


width, and the product by the height from the ground te 
the eaves. For the top, multiply the aréa at the eaves by 
half the height to the ridge.

Opening of the Central London Railway. 
The Metropolis witnesses this week the inauguration of yet 
another electric railway. ‘The Central London starts near 
Uxbridge Road Station. It then follows the line of the 
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Bayswater Road, Oxford Strect, New Oxford Street, 
High Holborn, Holborn, Newgate Street, and Cheapside, 
to its present conclusion beneath the wide space between 
the Bank, the Mansion House, and the Royal Exchange- 
The original intention of continuing to Liverpool Street, 
to form a communication with the Great Eastern, 
is not at present being proceeded with. The line 
goes at varying depths, plumbing its deepest level below 
the crest of Notting Hill, where it lies ninety-six 
below the roadway, and coming to within sixty-five feet of 
the surface at the Bank. The system isin two separate 
tunnels, for “up” and “down” traffic. The way in which 
these tunnels go to the City is not a little strange. They 40 
not proceed invariably side by side, being, indeed, at three 
points placed one above the other. This occurs near the 
Notting Hill Gate, Chancery Lane, and General Post 
Office stations, and was rendered necessary by the narrow- 
ness of the road in each instance. In all, there are thirteem 
stations. At Oxford Circus an interchange will be pro- 
vided with the Baker Street and Waterloo line, now under 
construction, just as communication has been made at the 
Bank Station with the City and Waterloo, and the City 
and South London. Every station has its lifts, while no 
fewer than five have béen installed for the thronging traffic 
anticipated at the Bank. The Bank Station is the only one 
invisible to the wayfarer along the streets. The other 
twelve stations are novel and pretty features of the long 
east to west road, being built in a cheery Renaissance style 
of red brick and buff terra-cotta. The Prince of Wales 
graciously promised to open this new electric railway 05 
Wednesday.

Pour on to them three gallons of boiling water, and when 
this is nearly cold, put in two large tablespoonfuls of brewer’s 
yeast, or two ounces of compressed yeast; the latter must 
be put in a little basin with two teaspoonfuls of castor 
sugar, and worked with a wooden spoon till liquid, then 
| added. ê 
| Stir all well, cover it, and let it stand in a warm place 
| till the next day. 

Then skim off the yeast‘and bottle at once, taking care to 
| leave the sediment behind. Cork tightly, and in four days 
| it will be ready for use.
